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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' amendment filed May 24, 201 0 and affidavit filed May 25, 
2010 are acknowledged. Claims 1-37, 40 and 51 are deleted. Claims 38, 
47, 53, 54, 65 and 77 are amended. Now, Claims 38-39, 41-50 and 52-77 
are pending. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment 
may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In Claims 38 (line 9), 47 (line 2) and 65 (line 8), replace "ratio" with - 
molar ratio -. 

In Claim 50 (4 th and 5 th lines from bottom), replace "aryl" and 
"cycloalkyl" with - arylene - and - cycloalkylene — , respectively. 
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In Claims 53 (2 nd line from bottom) and 77 (the line beneath the 
structure of formula (VII)), after "one or more", insert - of the -OH groups 
on the -. 

In Claim 54 (lines 2 and 8), replace "phenyl" with - phenylene -. 
In Claim 54 (lines 3 and 5), replace "pyrazolyl", "aryl" and "heteroaryl" 
with - pyrazolylene -, - arylene - and -heteroarylene -, respectively. 

In Claim 70 (line 2), replace "described above" with - claimed in claim 

69 --. 

4. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 102 and 103 in the previous Office 
Action (Paper No. 20100313) is/are removed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 38-39, 41-50 and 52-77 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) 

over the closest references: Hanada (EP 324 946) and Sahatjian (US 2005 
0010275) 
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Hanada discloses a linear polyorganosiloxane-grafted polyurethane. 
However, Hanada does not teach or fairly suggest the polyurethane 
backbone containing polycarbonate segments. 

Sahatjian discloses a POSS-grafted polyurethane. However, 
Sahatjian does not teach or fairly suggest the presently claimed molar ratio 
of the POSS pendant group segments to the polyol backbone segments.
